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Steel Granted Time 
To Act Responsibly 


U.S. District Judge Herbert P. Sorg, 
acting under provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley Act, yesterday ordered 500,000 
striking steelworkers to go back to their 
jobs for 80 days. 

The union won at least a 24-hour de- 
lay when federal circuit Judge Austin J. 
Haley granted a stay for a hearing before 
the Third Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Should the decision, be upheld by 
higher courts, the United Steelworkers 
will obey the order. Presuming that it 
will be upheld, there is no assurance but 
reason for hope that the strike issues 
will be settled in the 80-day period. At 
its expiration, the workers will be free 
to strike again and the government will 
have no further legal powers to pre- 
vent it. 

The big test for union and manage- 
ment, with assistance from the govern- 
ment, is thus at hand. No time must be 
lost in resumption of negotiations to set- 
tle the strike. Damage to the economy 
already is so severe that public pres- 
sures for congressional action can be 
allayed only if settlement is reached. 


Already more than a quarter of a 
million people are unemployed because 
of the strike. Hopes for a third-quarter 
business boom which would have en- 
abled the government to balance the na- 
tional budget have been shattered. 

The threat to collective bargaining is 
very real indeed. When two power 
groups are able progressively to paralyze 
the nation’s economy without regard to 
the national welfare, it no longer is a 
matter which can go unnoticed. These 
annual brawls in the steel industry must 
somehow be ended. 

If Judge Sorg’s decision is affirmed, 
the President’s fact-finding board will 
be reconvened and the Federal Media- 
tion Service will be called into action. The 
good work of the former in trying to 
bring the two sides together should be 
continued. It has shown itself to be even 
more effective than the mediation agency, 
It already has most of the facts. 

Should the back-to-work order stand, 
there must not be a resumption of 
the strike. The cause of labor and the 
right of free collective bargaining would 
suffer immeasurably in such an even- 
tuality. Both labor and industry must 
assume responsibility for any conse- 
quences which would follow another 
shutdown. The nation must come first. 

In the meantime, let’s get the steel 
mills back into operation as quickly as 
possible.

Let NASA Now Use 
Space Team’s Talents 


Decision by President Eisenhower yes- 
terday to transfer the Army’s missiles- 
space team headed by Dr. Wernher von 
Braun to the Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration at least assures the country 
of the continued services of that splen- 
did group. 

This body of German and American 
scientists indeed deserves the praise given 
it by President Eisenhower and Dr. T. 
Keith Glennon, NASA chief. Had it not 
been for their contributions the United 
States no doubt would be much further 
behind in the space race than now. They 
pioneered in the missiles program and de- 
veloped the vehicle to launch the first 
U.S. earth satellite. 

The transfer includes the entire Army 
ballistics missile agency at Redstone Ar- 
senal at Huntsville, Ala. It quiets at least 
for a time the argument about the Army’s 
role in space work. It will not end, how- 
ever, interservice squabbles over use of 
missiles themselves. This, in time, must 
be settled, too. 

It remains to be seen whether NASA 
has the vision and the funds to carry on 
an accelerated program in the space field. 
Von Braun has been most dissatisfied 
with “feet dragging’ and with slowness 
in getting the 1,500,000-thrust Saturn 
rocket going. This is shared by most of 
the nation. 

While Von Braun and his team will no 
longer be working directly for the Army, 
it Is Imperative seseo as many roadblocks 


as possible be removed from the great 
contributions they can continue to make.

Disorganization Perils 
Cuba’s Castro Regime 


Those who have been predicting that 
Premier Castro’s troubles in Cuba would 
increase apparently were right. While 
there still is no indication that he has 
lost’ his hold on the masses of Cuban 
people, he is moving toward a tighter 
dictatorship apparently made necessary 
by disaffection within his own forces. 

For instance, yesterday's short-lived 
— revolt led by Maj. Hubert Matos was a 
protest against Castro's appointment of 
his brother, Raul, as chief of the armed 
_forees. But underneath is growing dis- 
satisfaction by Cuban business and eco- 


nomic interests against disorganization 
which Castro seems to be aggravating 
instead of correcting. 

The badly shaken economy is suffer- 
ing from a series of extreme moves, in- 
cluding a land-reform program which 
was poorly planned. While supported by 
the majority of the Cuban people,- these 
reforms could lead to increasing dissatis- 
faction unless the lot of the people can 
be improved. 


Activities of former Castro revolu- 
tionaries in other countries also are 
leading to loss of some of his internation- 
al support. This is pointed up by an 
announcement in New York by a former 
brother-in-law of the premier, Dr. Rafael 
Diaz Balart, that he is leading a move- 
ment to overthrow Castro. He can be 
expected to win support both within and 
without Cuba. 

Castro’s one-man rule, a growing fac- 
tionalism and lack of organization mean 
further trouble for the Cuban premier 
and for Cuba.

New kinks in the federal highway 
building program have a way of popping 
up as soon as old ones are ironed out. 
Federal authorities are moving to 
clear up one muddle by working out a 
faster repayment system to states. Such 
a step will be welcomed in Georgia 
where the state on occasions has had to 
wait as long as three months to receive 
refunds from the federal government 
after making payments to contractors. 


No sooner wag? a solution to that 
problem in the works, though, than an- 
other cause for concern was building up. 

The Bureau of: Public Works ap- 
parently is giving considerable study to 
cutting back on interstate projects in 
urban areas. 

The proposed reduction in such work 
would be in line with criticism from a 
few congressmen who are dissatisfied 
with the number of miles built to date. 


Federal planners realize that the 
charts and graphs on total mileage would 
look better if they concentrated on con- 
struction of rural segments that can be 
built much more rapidly than urban ex- 
pressways and perimeter routes. 


This would be an about-face from 
Original policy which gave priority to 
road work where traffic was heaviest 
and the need the greatest. 

Georgia long has been paying the 
penalty for allowing politics to be the 
prime factor in establishing priority for 


road projects. Is the federal government 
In its mammoth interstate program on 
the verge of falling into a somewhat simi- 
lar trap?

Pending Mental Health Unit 
Is More Proof of Progress 


Another step to strengthen the state’s 


mental health program and 


give the mentally ill the break they so long have deserved is pend- 


ing. 


The State Health department will be reorganized to include a 


new mental health unit to be under the direction of a psychiatrist 
who has had administrative experience. 


Direction of the entire mental 
health program of the state will 
be the function of the new unit. The 
psychiatrist chosen to head it will 
be accountable directly to the de- 
partment director for supervision 
cf Milledgeville State Hospital and 
will give the hospital superintend- 
ent complete departmental sup- 
port. 

Pending reorganization of the 
Health department to provide for 
the mental health unit was an- 
nounced by Dr. John H. Venable, 
who succeeds retiring Dr. Thom- 
as F. Sellers as Health depart- 
ment director on Jan. 1. The unit 
is due to begin functioning on that 
date. 

Announcement of the pending 
creation of the mental health 
unit was made by Dr. Venable at 
a meeting of Gov. Vandiver’s Ad- 
visory Committee on Mental. ‘In- 
stitutions. The committee, which 
includes Dr. Luther H. Wolff, pres- 
ident of the Georgia Medical Assn., 
and Mrs. Daisy S. Tucker of Co- 
lumbus, gave unanimous approy- 
al to the proposal. 

Dr. Venable advised the -com- 
mittee the reorganization also had 
the approval of Gov. Vandiver and 
the Governor's Commission on 
Economy and Reorganization and 
that the latter was considering re- 

vamping of the 14-member State 


Board of Health to include some 
psychiatrists. 

The board now is made up en- 
tirely of medical doctors. 

The proposed unit to supervise 
mental health will strengthen the 
program inaugurated during the 
early days of the present admin- 
istration to give better care to the 
state's mentally ill and to take 
steps to make it unnecessary to 
commit many to the hospital by 
providing treatment on a regional 
basis. 

A pattern for the program was 
provided by the Schaefer commit- 
tee of the Georgia Medical Asso- 
ciation which conducted an inquiry 
into conditions at Milledgeville at 
the governor’s request. Many of 
the group’s recommendations have 
been implemented and the crea- 
tion of the new unit under a 
trained psychiatrist will be 
another step. toward full com- 
pliance. 

Georgians have been given hope 
that the state is on the way to 
much improved conditions at its 
state hospital and also a stronger 
program for insuring mental 
health among its citizens. 

Announcement of pending crea- 
tion of the psychiatrist-directed 
mental health unit is further evi- 
dence that progress has been 
made and will continue in the 
future,

But the theory is 
that they are felt with the mind, 
that they leave a compulsion in 
the subconscious that will have a 
high probability, its sponsors 
claim, of being acted upon. Any- 
way, should it take on, Rep. Jim 
Wright (D-Tex.), a former ad- 
vertising executive, has already 
introduced legislation to outlaw 
its use. 


But the mass assault upon the 
credulity of millions of people, 
carried out with deceptive acting 
and a fraudulent semblance of 
intellectual integrity and fake 
precautions against favoritism, 
is more pernicious than sublimin- 
al advertising.

day of a charge that he accepted 
a $12 bribe from a Negro woman 
bootlegger. 


The jury, in one hour and 10 
minutes of deliberation, cleared 
Gary of a bribery charge. The 
state contended he accepted the 
money from Doris (Bootie) Wat- 
son of 533 Stonewall St., NW. 


Gary’s defense attorney, Wesley 
R. Asinof, contended Gary had 
been “framed” by Police Lt. L. L. 
Hause, who testified that he and

Asinof contended that “every 
time any police officer went by 
to make a case or search her 
home,’’ Hause was called. 


Gary himself told the jury that 
he went into the house and picked 
up the money, but said he didn’t 
receive any of it. He said Ptl. 
B. L. Anderson, the officer who 
was working with him that night, 
told him the woman owed him 
the money and asked him to pick 
it up. 


Pleading for a not guilty ver- 
dict, Gary said he had lost his 
job and reputation because of the 
arrest, and said a “plot was 
cooked up” against him. 


HAUSE TESTIFIES 


Under cross-examination by the 
defense, Hause said the woman | 
told him that about 30 minutes | 
after Lieutenants Hause and | 
Fleming left her home after | 
watching Gary get the money, a. 
patrolman named Anderson came | 
by and threw the $12 on the bed | 
and said he had to have $8 more. 


“She stated she had given An- 
derson some money,” Hause said. 


Hause said that as far as he 
knew, Anderson is still working | 
as a policeman. | 


Earlier in the day two police | 
officers, Patrolmen G. H. Wade | 
and W. J. Nelms, testified that 
on April 10, a week after Gary 
resigned, they went to the Watson | 
woman’s home and searched it 
for whisky. Wade said he found 
a small amount in the back yard | 
but made no case. |

Wade and Nelms said they were | 
called back to the house later 
and that Lt. Hause told them he | 
had “‘found a crooked policeman 
at that residence and that we | 
were trying to incriminate him | 
and her for finding this police 
officer.” 


Nelms said Lt. Hause told them | 
that “if we didn’t quit bothering 
this girl he was going to send us 
to the chaingang for violating her | 
civil rights.” 


Hause earlier had testified he 
furnished the $12 to the woman to 
pass to the officer who demanded | 
it.

The Thursday Finale 


COLUMBIA, S.C.—The curtain falls on the 57th 
and final chapter of Big Thursday here today. Not 
even Frank Howard was around when it all started 
back in 1896, but the Clemson Squire will be very 
much in evidence at the finale. 


Only a year ago he spent one of the most embarrassing after- 
noons of his long and colorful coaching career on the stage at 
oe Stedium. ms fact, he took a bow before 45,000 fans, but not 

a9 ; vee for the achievements of his Clemson 
team. 


ig Warren Giese, the youthful South 
} Carolina coach who trades barbs with 
Howard the year round, had made 
disparaging remarks about IPTAY. 
In case you aren’t familiar with 
IPTAY, it’s a club of Clemson boosters 
who pay $10 per year minimum dues. 


In the first two encounters with 
Clemson, Giese’s Gamecocks failed to 
score. Which prompted Howard to re- 
mark that Giese ‘“‘knows about as 
much about IPTAY as he does the 
Clemson goal line.”’ 


When Big Thursday festivities 
were concluded last year, Giese 
was a renowned authority. on the 
Clemson end zone. The burly 
Gamecocks ripped and romped for

four touchdowns and a 26-6 triumph. 


When the first touchdown went on the boards, Howard graciously 
removed his hat, looked toward the Carolina bench and bowed in a 
humorous salute to Giese. Howard later explained that he’d have 
had a sore back if he had bowed after each of the Gamecock TDs. 


Clemson is a one-point favorite to achieve revenge in the last 
Thursday edition of one of football’s greatest series. From now on 
the national spotlight, annually focused on this contest, will be 
missing. Big Thursday will merely be another Saturday on the 
football calendar. The game, of course, will continue to be the most 
important of the year for Clemson and South Carolina. 


—A Real Live War and Counterfeit Ducats 


The Gamecocks opposed the switch to a home-and-home con- 
tract. But Howard finally won a long fight. South Carolina must 
invade Clemson next year. A wrangle over ticket allocations, how- 
ever, is now threatening the series. No doubt some agreement will be 
reached, but Howard insists that Clemson will cancel the game 
rather than submit to Carolina’s proposal. Howard wants a 50-50 
ticket split. Carolina wants the visiting team to receive 12,000 ducats. 


The latest in a reel of rhubarbs featuring Howard and Giese 
merely serves to enliven the upcoming battle. Howard and Giese 
make no secret of the fact that they are on unfriendly terms. 


No individual feud is needed to pepper the event. Through 
the years this has been perhaps the bitterest rivalry in college 
football. The gridiron shooting almost developed into real war- 
fare back in 1902. 


Clemson troops, armed with real shooting irons and live am- 
munition, marched on the walled-in Carolina campus. A quick- 
thinking Gamecock coach named Christie Benet avoided possible 
bloodshed. He leaped on the wall and offered to fight any member of 
the Clemson army to settle the dispute. A truce was eventually 


reached. 
The 1946 game is another famous landmark in a sea of unusual 
incidents. All 56 contests have been staged before sellout houses. 


Tickets to the game are usually premium items in July. On this 
particular year, however, the athletic offices were unaware that 
they had competition from racketeers. Several hundred counter- 
feit ducats were sold. 


—Gamecocks Figure To Tame the Tigers 


The folks who had shelled out dough discovered at the gates 
that they were holding bogus ducats. But that slight technicality 
did not prevent them from seeing the game. The mob crashed into 
the stadium and overflowed onto the field. Finally the game was 
played, but officers spent a busy afternoon shoving people off the 
gridiron. 

Clemson is reportedly in peak physical condition of the season 
for this one. Carolina lists several players on the wounded list. 
Return of fullback John Saunders to combat has boosted Carolina 
stock. Saunders, a pre-season All American candidate, was injured 
in the first three minutes of the opener with Duke. Clemson coaches 
are wondering how much playing time Saunders will log. Giese says 
not too much, but you never can tell. 


The Atlantic Coast Conference championship and bow! hopes 
are on the line. Both teams boast 3-1 records. Clemson has a 
spotless 3-0 ACC chart, Carolina reads 1-1. 


Georgia Tech put the blot on Clemson's chart; North Carolina 
whipped the Gamecocks. Each team has promoted two or more 
touchdowns in three of four outings. 


Clemson rates a slight offensive edge, but Carolina offsets the 
advantage up front. Unless forecast rain produces a muddy field, 
the game looms as an offensive duel. From this vantage point, it 
looks as though Carolina will score three touchdowns, Clemson two. 
So the guess here is a 22-13 victory for the Gamecocks in the final

Tiger 
Stadium now seats over 38,000 
spectators, with more space 
planned for the immediate future. 


Coach Warren Giese has nee- 
died Howard by issuing a quote 
claiming Clemson ‘“‘has the best 
personnel in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference.”’ Meaning, of course, 
that Howard should win with the 
personnel he has.

My hostesses were 21 of At- 
lanta’s cutest home economics 
girls—students of Miss Flora 
Bailey’s Home Economics I and 
If class at Headland High School 
in East Point. 


They led me into an Hawaiian 
dream room.

Wacaster, Marcelyn Elsberry 
and Donna Mann first tossed 
around the idea of a luau in 
their Home Economics I and 
II class at Headland High School 
in East Point. The other class 
members were so excited over 
the idea they decided to make 
it a class project. Miss Flora 
Bailey, their home economics 
teacher, immediately capi- 
talized on their interest by 
utilizing the luau to teach them 
nutrition, meal planning for a 
special occasion, party plan- 
ning and decoration, market- 
ing, serving—and, 1 have a 
hunch, clean-up. 


But the girls learned even 
more than that.

Someone 
told me it’s delicious but no one knows how to make it.

I WOULD LIKE TO GIVE Mrs. Bertha Haug my way of cook- 
ing okra. I'm sure she won't find it slick if she cooks it this way. 
FRIED OKRA 
Wash and slice about a pound and a half of okra. It should be 
sliced about fingernail thickness. Saturate it completely with a 
mixture of corn meal and flour, salted to taste. I use more corn 
meal than flour so that it won't be gooey. Put about as much fat 
in a skillet as you would if you were pan frying chicken and heat 


it till it’s hot. Put in the okra and brown it well on one didn 
then stir. Keep the heat high and fry it rapidly but stir it often. 


Don’t lower the heat until it is about done—about 20 to 25 minutes — 


usually. Do not put a lid on the skillet. 


All the grease will be absorbed, probably. If, however, you 
have to add more grease, be sure to heat it first in another skillet 
so that you will not lower the temperature of the okra skillet when 
you add it.

orange-flavored gelatin, _ stir- 
ring until dissolved. Mix the 
frozen concentrated orange juice 
with the 1 cup unheated water 
still remaining, then stir into 
gelatin mixture with a few 
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grains of salt. (The cold juice 
makes the mixture start to jell 
promptly.) Turn into 5%-cup 
ring mold and chill until firm. 

Unmold on chop plate and ar- 
range greens around outside. 
Place Waldorf salad in ring 
center and around outside if 


desired. Or garnish late with 
cheese slices. Serves 6 or 8. 


To make Waldorf salad, pre 
pare 2% cups unpeeled red ap- 
ples. Sprinkle with 2 table 
spoons frozen lemon juice. Add 
1 cup chopped celery. Mix % 
cup mayonnaise with 2 table- 
spoons evaporated milk or light 
cream and toss with apple-cel- 
ery combination. Chill until 
ready to serve.
